It is esti­ 
m ated indeed th at the hairs on a red- 
haired person’s head do not, on the 
average, num ber 
m ore than 30,000. 
This is true only of hair th at is really 
red; m any tints of bronze hair, which 
shades off into blonde, have a greater 
num ber of Individual hairs, and the 
purer the color of 
the blonde the 
larger the num ber. 


Black h air runs 100,OOO in num ber 
for each head and blonde to 150,000. 
T hese differences 
are 
due to the 
quality of the hair. The finer it is the 
greater is the 
num ber 
needed to 
cover the head, and, as m ight be sup­ 
posed, w^omen’s hair is generally finer 
—that is, 
each 
individual 
hair is 
sm aller in 
diam eter—than th a t of 
men. 
Brushings and various other 
m anipulations m ake the h air appear 
finer by causing it to lie more sm ooth­ 
ly, but if does not really m ake each 
hair sm aller.

Teachers in 1900 and In 187 0. 
Few persons require the services of 
a professional teacher before they are 
5 y ears of ag e or after they are 25; 
according ly , the w riter of this bul­ 
letin, with a view to determining how 
the supply of teachers compares with 
th e demand, has computed the ratio 
of the number of teachers to the total 
number of persons from 5 to 24 y ears 
of ag e. 
Thus he finds that in conti­ 
nental United States in 1900 there 
were 140 teachers for every 10,000 
persons of the ag e specified, which 
represents an averag e of 1 teacher for 


"71 potential pupils. According to this 
method of comparison the 
supply of 
teachers is increasing and has more 
than doubled within the last thirty 
y ears, since 187 0 there were only 7 3 
teachers to every 10,000 persons of 
teachable ag e, or 1 teacher for 137 
potential pupils. 
In 1900 Nevada had the larg est pro­ 
portional number of teachers reported 
in any state or territory ; Vermont 
was the second state in this respect, 
Maine the third, and Iowa the fourth. 
The proportion of teachers was small­ 
est in some of the Southern states. 
During the past decade the proportion 
has Increased in every state and ter­ 
ritory . the increase reaching a max i­ 
mum in the state of Washing ton. The
